Washington letter-writer. 
A. C. Buell, a 


former -well -known journalist of that city, 
usually goes hunting during tbe sporting 
season on the Ponobseot Bay. 
"When not 


limiting he leaves his doc- "Pat," a very 
fine-bred Irish retriever, in care of a tlshcr- 
man on the shores of the bay. A few days 
ago -Mi-. Uucll received a letter from the 
(Uhcrn'.iUi telling of a remarkablo perform- 
ance of Pat In rescuing no less than seven 
persons from a fishing smack that had been 
tin-own on a reef in a heavy gale. The 
smack was lodged on one of the reefs of 
Great Spoon Island, about two hundred feet 
from the shore. The men hoisted signals 
of distress, and were iu momentary danger 
of being swept away. 
Tretnoncious waves 


were running, and Lho crowd of excited 
lishcraien on the shore knew that i; would 
be fatal for them to attempt a rescue, as no 
boat in their possession could live in that 
sea. iSuddealy the one who had in his caro 
tl:0 Jog Pat bethought him that the do;r liad 
been ; aught to not only retrieve, but to tow 
bouts by a rope from one point to another, 
and often when a boat would get adrift he 
would be sent for it, and would run his 
nose -inder tho painter till ho would come 
lo the end oi' it, whoa ho would take it ia 
his teeth and fetch tho boat to shore. 


••Pat" was at once called. A long cod 


iir.c was attached to a piece of lath and. 
flung as far as possible into tho water. 


Pat" promptly sprang In, swam to it, and 


brought it to the shore. Several times ho; 
repeated this performance. Tho fishermen 
were in despair. The waves wero splash- 
ing so high they could not direct tho dog's 
attention to tlio men on the reef. Finally 


Pat" seemed to comprehend that there was 


something more serious on hand than he had 
at iirst thought. He raised his head and 
looked intently over the -water. Hi» cy» 
caught Bik'ht of the boat with its signals of 
distress, and tho waves dashing over it. 
When tho lath with Iho cod-lir.e attached 
was again thrown into the. water "Pat" at 
onco sprang after it, took tlie lath in his 
teeth, and, instead ot turning to the shore, 
struck out through tho roaring surf to tho 
reef. Many times ho was buried uudcr the 
•waves, but after a few minutes of intense 
suspense he was seen from tho shore clam- 
bering up tho side of tho reef, and a great 
shout went up as the imperiled sai'.ors too;: 
hold of him nnd lifted him into the boat in 
an almost exhausted condition. In brief 
time a strong rope was attached to the cod- 
line, The men ou shoro wero signalled to 
haul away, the rope was mado fast to tho 
reef and the shore, and one by or-e tho men 
passed Inind over hand from their place of 
danger, the bravo dog following when lie 
had got his second wind.
